HPD Investigates Credit Card Theft 
 
 

Harrisonburg, Va. – The Harrisonburg Police Department (HPD) is seeking assistance in 
identifying the below pictured individuals who were involved in a credit card theft. On March 
22, 2019, the male suspects utilized a distraction technique to steal a credit card out of the 
victim’s purse while she was grocery shopping. The suspects then went to multiple stores in the 
city and made purchases with the stolen credit card, resulting in the loss of thousands of 
dollars. Eventually the victim’s bank notified her of the potentially fraudulent purchases and the 
card was made inactive.
